e Air, Maritime, and Land Law Enforcement: Predict, detect, identify, classify, track, deter, and 
interdict threats to the continuity of border security of the United States and to safeguard our homeland 
through the coordinated application of aviation and maritime law enforcement resources within the air, sea, 
and land. 


e Domain Awareness: The ability to continuously detect, monitor, and track all potential airborne 
or maritime threats operating within or approaching U.S. borders in diverse environments varying in weather, 
terrain, and lighting conditions. 

e Extended Border and Foreign Operations: Operations which foster partnerships with foreign 
governments and collaboration with foreign law enforcement operations. 


e Contingency and National Security Operations: Search and rescue operations, federal disaster 
relief, humanitarian relief, National Special Security Events, terror threat response, and active shooter 
incidents.
